The Trials and 
Tribulations of Being 
an International 
Student

T Iilv come from nil comers of the 
gloire, from all walks of life. 
Kegardli-ssof religion, nice, colour or 
creed, McGill Uni\eisit\’ has a large num- 
Ix'r of inlemational students - to Ire exact, 
‘1,339 of them Ixst Januars; according to 
.McGill's registrar. 

The .McGill International Students' 
Network is the main resource centre for 
international students. Recently, they had 
their annual drop-in session for students to 
come and iisk questions or siiiiply get to no 
the MISN lounge. The event w;ls a success, 
even given the almost overwhelming 
turnout. 

.Maulin Gandhi, VP Services of .MISN, 
estimates that nearly -100 new students 
were using this service, while a further 
2100 students are on their mailing list. 

Like many studeiiLs in general, inter- 
national students have numerous reasons 
for choosing Montreal and .McGill. The 
most common reason was its academic 
reputation, according to one adv isor. 

However, students also have other rea- 
sons for choosing .McGill. 

Pini Koisie|X)m, a Thai student who 
hxs lived in Italy and Switzerland for most 
of his life considers Canada "a transition 
lehseen Euro|H.'an and /Miierican cultures." 

With Montreal being the most 
"Euro|)ean" of the Canadian cities, 
this is most certainly true, llarveen 
Singh, an exchange student from the 
National University of Singapore, says 
that McGill offers the leading profes- 
sors, at least in the Faculty of Law. He 
believes that courses here are taught 
the best, by virtue of the methods in 

which they are taught. 

However, Ixing in a foreign countrv' 

can lx; frightening for some, according to 
Gandhi. Once international students 
arrive in Montreal, .savs Gandhi, many 
find that there is a massive shortage of 
places to stay. To exsc their trouble's .MISN 
introduced a new ivrogram, the lloine- 
lluni Hel|X'r. This senice gives interna- 
tional students all the help they na’d to 



m.ike sure that they aren't getting ripjied 
off, and that their new living sp-aces are as 
ideal as [wssible. 

Other international students opt to 
immeise themselves in their own commu- 
nity as a way of coping with new surround- 
ings, sap Singh. 

Singh located the local Sikli communi- 
tv’ within .Montreal, who helixxi him with 
everylhing. 

"Tlie gup found me a phice to stay, cook 
for me, help me shop and drive me around," 
he s;iid. This can lie very useful to those stu- 
dents who have connections to tlieir own 
communities. Often they know where to find 
good places to stay in Montreid, wiiile being 
within the community. 

L'Ecuver sap that one of the biggest 
problems international students face is the 
shortage of funds. "In m;my countries, a 
coup d'etat or a major currency devaluatffin 
might means losing half the funds thev’ h.id 
available to come to .McGill" she said. ■ 

Even little changes in clim.ate and ! 
food can lx; unsettling for a first-time visi- 
tor orthose who have lived in .Montreal for 
some time. | 

Sophie Exintaris, a Grevk student who 
has lived in .Montreal for 8 pais, often 
ntisscs the sunny txxiches around Atliens. 

To comixtnsate for Montre.ars notorious 
winters, .MISN has a Winter Coat Project, 
where w inter coats are loaned out to those 
students who can't .afford to buy a new one. 

Rosalie Jukicr, Dean of Students, 
Ix’lieves that McGill offeis a wonderful 
opportunity to international students. 
"The [lerception of .McGill from an inter- 
national student's |x;rs|xx:tive is very posi- 
tive. .McGill has a wonderful international 
reputation that they are all aware of, and 
it is located in a wonderful city. Compared 
to private Ü.S schools, to which McGill 
compares favourably, it is much more rea- | 
sonable in tenus of cost," she said. ' 

Jukier also ixiinted out the imjxvrtance j 
of international students to the university. 
"From .McGill's iiersixxlive, our interna- 
tional student Ixxly adds a great deal to our 
university in tenus of diveisity and inter- 
esting backgrounds and waire delighted to 
have international students." 



Canadian Alliance platform 
thin on environment

T he Canadian Alliance party is ignor- 
ing recent polls that suggest strong 
environmental initiatives could cap- 
ture a few extra votes this fall, critics say. 

The official opixjsition unveiled their 
new party platfonu last niglit in anticipa- 
tion of a federal election. But there was lit- 
tle mention of the enviromuent. 

/\ngela Rickman, deputy director of 
the Sierra Club of Canada, said the 
Alliance platform held no suqtriscs for her 
group, given that the opjxtsition party is 
typically known for tax refomi and tradi- 
tional consen’ative values. 

"Viliat do ex[)ect from a guy who shows 
up on a jet-ski?" she said of Alliance leader 
Stockwell Day. who recently arrived at a 
press conference wearing a wetsuit. 
"Environment is not an area (the Alliance] 
has ever necessarily shone." 

Rickman .added that the Sierra Club 
was encouraging all parties to run cam- 
paigns with strong environmental initi.a- 
tives, es|»cially given recent re|X)rts show- 
ing that environmental concerns are a pri- 
orit)' to Canadian voters. 

Rahim J.affer, official environment crit- 
ic for the /Mli.ance party, said that the small 
luuount of attention the platfonu gave the 
environment was not a reflection of his 
party's commitment to green concerns. 



"We couldn't release a 100 page docu- 
ment because people wouldn't read it," he 
said. "You can get into these technical 
issues but to try to explain them in a |dat- 
form would be very difficult." 

Jaffer said the Alliance noted the 
increase in public concern and were pay- 
ing ntore attention than ever to the envi- 
ronment. He added that he considered 
the Alliance's stance on green issues to be 
on par or even stronger than that of 
other parties. 

“I think that ultimately you're going to 
see more pressure on all parties to consid- 
er the environment as an imitorUint topic." 

"Even the Liberals, though they've 
talked a lot, really haven't done a lot over 
the past seven yeare. The government pays 
lilt-senice and makes some money avail- 
able, but there's no innovation or vision" 

Stejihan Legault, e.xecutive director for 
the online environmental advocacy group, 
Wildcanada.net, gave credit to the Alliance 
for mentioning endangered sixties, 
though he said the five panigniphs they 
devoted to green |X)liq' were w'eak overall. 

"I'd be embarrassed to be a Liberal 
given that the Alliance's ideas [regarding 
endangered species legislation] are 
stronger than the Liberals," he said. "But 
if this party wants to govern the country, 
they bloody well better put their Ixst effort 
forward on the environment their first 
time out." 



Still, Legault said he's doubtful that the 
Alliance will ever be an environmental ally. 

"1 don't have any faith that, if elected, 
this party will have a strong commitment 
to the environment, given their action in 
the house so far." 

The Alliance platfonu is outlined in a 
document called "A Time For Change" and 
is intended to woo voters away from the 
governing Liberal party, who've said they 
will run a c.impaign based on "traditional 
Canadian values." 

The Alliance backed away from their 
controversial plan to implement a flat txx 
and promised more money for health care 
and debt reduction. They also s.aid they 
intend to cut funding to Human Resouites, 
the CBC, regional develoitment while low- 
ering conxirateLixes. 

There were no mentions of ix)st-scc- 
ondary education in the document, 
though the Alliance said Canadians "need 
to support programs such as health care, 
education and benefits for children and 
seniors." 

They also committed to paying down 
the federal debt to fra* up future money for 
health care, infrastructure and education 
:md they vowed to end the "bniin dr.iin" of 
graduates by lowering federal txxes.

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Judge Rules Daily to 



Lose Offices 



student paper must now decide on plan of action

T he McGill Daily and Délit h'rançais 
arc cx|)ccted to lose their 30-year old 
offices to make vay for SSMU reno- 
vations, following a ruling by Quebec’s 
Suiierior Court hist Tluirsday. 

I'ollowing two days of arguments, 
Justice Irs'ing llaliicrin ruled that The 
Daily had no lease and that it must clear 
out its officc-s by October 21. 

The ruling followed the months of 
acrimony between SSMU and The Daily 
that came to a head on .August -i, when 
SS.MU e.xcx'utivc-s changeai the kx’ks on the 
student paiier's offices, to resiwnd to what 
they calk’d The Daily's bad faith. Since the 
lockout. The Daily, SSMU, and McGill 
University, who wxs also mmic’d in the civil 
c:ise, have s|x;nt time in :md out of court- 
rooms. The CISC also e;imcd the attention 
of the national media and students across 
c;uii|)u.s. 

"We were more than a little let dowTi. It 
cmiie as a real surjrrise," s;iid .McGill Daily 
News Editor Jon Bricker after Thursday’s 
ruling. 

"We’ve been trying bard from the get- 
go to defend what we considerc’d a moral 
and legal obligation to The Daily by SS.MU 
and .McGill. We have to accept the judge’s 
dcxlsion, but this doesn’t mean that we 
don’t still have to fight for The Daily." 

Bricker s;iid that The Daily’s Board of 
DirixtoR, the student body rcs|X)n5ible for 
making business decisions, will meet in the 
coming days to figure out wiiat it will do 
next. SS.MU lus said an offer of some stu- 
dent centre space will remain on the Uible, 
despite Hie Daily’s loss in court. The Board 



may also consider whether it wants to 
ajrpcsd. 

"Right now, we have to pick-up the 
pieces and choose our ne.xt step ciuefully. 
The main thing is to make sure we can 
keep putting out a pa|)cr,’’ Bricker said. 

SS.MU President Wojtek Baraniak said 
he’s glad to gel some closure. 

"I guess 1 would be disap|X)intcd if I 
was in The Daily’s shoes," he said. 'Tm 
just glad to sec it's over." 

lie insists, however, that SS.MU still 
wants to house The Daily in the student 
centre. 

"We're back where we were at the 
beginning of all this mess," he said. 
"There’s still room for The Daily and, 
e.xcept sjjace, everylhing is negotiable." 

He also said that judge llal|)crin’s deci- 
sion gave heed to SSMU's legal argument 
that The Daily’s lease had long expired and 
that SS.MU had no legal obligation to The 
Daily. 

"The judgement made it clear to us 
that we had a strong case," B;iraniak said. 

He referred to arguments made in 
court last week that The Daily’s lease with 
SSMU had expired in 1998 and that .McGill 
University had no legal obligation to pro- 
vide The Daily with space either. The 
Daily’s c;ise, meanwhile, hinged on argu- 
ments that SS.MU never tenninated |)re\i- 
ous leases and that the notice given this 
summer was not sufficient to evict The 
Daily. 

But students who rallied behind The 
Daily in recent weeks, said last week’s rul- 
ing doesn’t justify’ SSMU’s decision to kick 
out The Daily, and offer the pajier a new 
lease for less space and more money. 



"There was a legal issue and a iwlitical 
issue in this. The outcome of the court case 
doesn’t excuse SS.MU’s behaviour in any 
way," said François Tanguay-Renaud. "The 
fact that they locked The Daily out, that 
they took their actions during the summer 
when no one was around, shows that 
they’re not working for students." 

Tanguay-Renaud is one of alwut a 
dozen inembeR of the Friends of The Daily 
Coalition. The student group was rc’siwnsi- 
ble for a camp.aign on ciunpus last month, 
during which they tried to call attention to 
The Daily’s plight. 

Tanguay-Renaud said that The Daily’s 
eviction and SSMU’s decision to try to hike 
The Daily’s already high rent, shows that 
SSMU executives aren’t recognizing The 
Daily’s imiwrtance :is a student organiza- 
tion. 

"Wojtek wants to be remembered as the 
president who reliuilt the student centre. 
But he’ll also be remembered as the des[X)t 
who tried to mess with The Daily," 
Tanguay-Renaud said. 

He addl'd that the University's attitude 
towards the case demonstrates little com- 
mitment to student life on campus. 

"Wlien an impasse like the one just 
seen between SS.MU and Tbe Daily, the 
UniveRity’s role is not to wash its hands of 
the problem," he said. "But that's just what 
they’ve done in this case." 

Baraniak and Bricker also agreed that 
the UniveRity’s refusal to tr)' to provide 
The Daily with space sap little of what 
value aèninistratoR attached to the stu- 
dent pa|)er.

Researcher attacks first-year depression

A researcher in the town of Truro, Nova 
Scotia is trying to develop a prognun 
that will ià'iilify and prevent depres- 
sion outbreaks lunong fiRt-year univeRit)’ 
students. 

Stephen Gleich began researching 
frosh depression after attending a work- 
shop given on the subject by Dr. Edward 
Craighead at the UnivcRitv’ of Colorado. 

"I’ve learned that the lifetime preva- 
lence of depression - and this is a clinical, 
serious level of depression - in adults is 
around 24 iier cent or 25 iier cent," he said. 
"I really like the idea of lieing able to catcb 
some of this early on in life and prevent 
significant suffering by creating this tyiie of 
a prevention prognun." 

Gleich, who works .as a jisychologist 
with adults at Nova Scotia’s Colchester 
Regional Hospital, received a $10,000 
development grant from the Nova Scotia 



Health Research Foundation this July, 
which will enable him to design a working 
model of a depression prevention program 
for an eventual pilot study. 

"I’m interested in projects that use dif- 
ferent screening prognuns to identify can- 
didates," said Gleich. 

A similar depression study is in place at 
the UnivcRity of Pennsylvania, which 
includes more students from higher 
income fiunilies. 

Gleich said he may include the local 
community college in Truro in his pilot 
prognun, giving him a chance to compare 
two similar programs in different econom- 
ic atmospheres. As a part of asimilar study 
at the UnivcRity of Colorado, tfie univeRi- 
ty sent out question sheets with school 
apiilications that asked about any past 
incidents of depression. One group of stu- 
dents at risk for depression were put in a 
preventative program, while another group 
wxsn'l, said Gleich. 

The Colorado students met in groups 



of about a dozen on a regular basis. Of 
the 69 students in the program, 34 per 
cent of those who did not jiarticipate in 
the iirogram had a serious episode of 
depression, while only 7 jiercent of those 
who did participate had serious episodes. 

Gleich is not yet sure what fomi his 
pilot study will take. He will be siiending 
part of the next jviu imalysing the effective- 
ness of current programs and reading area 
literature on depression to plan for his pilot. 

There are a number of stress factoR 
involved in the move to univeRity life, 
according to Gleich, who sajs that such a 
transition can be a |ioint of vulnerability 
for a student with a high risk of depression. 
He lists financial difficulties, family sepa- 
ration, academic and social pressures as 
factors that can contribute to serious 
episodes. 

"The idea of offering a program to help 
[leople through that fiRt year and through 
those adjustments 1 think is really well tar- 
geted," said Gleich.

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The Changing Face of Feminism 

The World March of Women reflects the Increased focus on minority rights

M illions of women in 157 countries 
are joining this week's World 
March of Women against iwverty 
and violence - an international, gnissroots 
event bom here in Quebec. They demand 
an end to the feminisiition of poverty, and 
to violenœ against women worldwide. 

"At fust we thought it was miibitious, so 
we set our goal at dO countries," sa)s local 
organizer Mela Sarkar. "But now, almost all 
countries in the world ate iiarticipating.” 
Women in Brazil are holding demon- 
strations in the cajjital cities of ever)’ state. 
A Golden Book of Women's Grievances will 
lie delivered to the jiresident of Galxm. 
Women from around Kuroiie will gather 
for a massive .March and celebration in 
Brus.sels. Mor(x:can women are holding a 
music festival, and Hong Kong streets will 
Iv lilled with thousands of purple roses in 
a campaign against the sex tralTicking of 
women and children. Spanish women are 
calling a general strike on the work and 
domi’stic fronts in Galicia. 

The solidarity of women refla'ts the 
fad that women ever\wiieredispro|iortion- 
ately face |X)verty, |ioor health, sexual vio- 
lence, and lower litemcy lesels. The global 
demands are diverse, including the démoc- 
ratisation of family structua'. Third World 
debt cancellation, and the prosecution of 
ra|x; and sexual abuse as war crimes and 
crimes against humanity. 

iWcording to some organizers, pulling 
the World .March together has changed the 
face of QuelKX’'.s feminist movement, since 
it has had to work to include and represent 
all women - young and old, anglophone, of 
colour, (pieer, and with disabilities. 

Sarkar, a volunlivr at the .South (Vsian 
Women's Gominunity (’.entre (S,\WGG) and 
an e.xeculive with the l’édération des 
feinnu's du (Jiiéliix (I■I•Q), has Ikimi a key 
player in this inclusivenes.s. 

"Montreal is a very’ nndlicultural city," 
she explains, "but this emdd have ken a 
largely white francophone women's 
inarch." 

The SAWG(; is a feminist centre that 
helps South ;\sian women integrate into 
(,)uekx society. In 1995. during the tense 
(lavs of Quekx's mferendum, Sarkar and 
the centre joined the province's femini.st 
mainstream. Their presence in a mostly 
white, francophone, and sovereigntist 
milieu raised the possibility of feminists 
sen ing s|H.i’ific ethnic communities. 



"That's when we begrm talking about 
the concept of double discrimination, 
where homophobia, racism, disabilities 
and linguistic barriers can make a woman 
even more removed from access to power," 
Sarkar recalls. Her experience is not 
unique among women of colour in the 
feminist movement, which continues to 
integrate its efforts in tlie fight against sex- 
ism and racism. 

The Black Feminist Caucus of the 
Black Radical Congress recently released a 
statement about the World March of 
Women, saying, "liberation for all women 
demands that we address the unique and 
intersecting opi>ressions of raœ, class, gen- 
der, sexual orientation, and n.ationality. 
Complete liberation also requires a funda- 
mental social and economic transfomia- 
tion of our society." They add several 
demands lo'the core list, focusing on eco- 
nomic sa’urity, the role of prisons, fair edu- 
cation and herdlh cate, and an end to vio- 
lence and sexism. 

In .Montreal, Sarkar luis worked to 
teach out to anglophone women's groups, 
including women of colour affiliated with 
church, regional and cultural as.sociations. 
She k'lieves that some S|Kxific concerns of 
women of colour are reflected in the 
Quebec women's grievances, such as 
demands for accessible French courses, 
funding for cultural women's groups, pro- 
tection for live-in caregivers, and a reduc- 
'tion of the s|X)nsorship jcriod for women 
immigranLs sponsored by their husbands. 

"It w:ls necessary that extni mobilizing 
k’ done to ensure that visible minority 
women would lie involved," she says. "Just 
saying 'the March is for all women' w:is 
not enough." 

White most women's groups su|)|X)rt 
the spirit of the March, some are working 
to ilec|K‘ii the debate to include a more 
fundmnental questioning of the social and 
economic issues. Sonya (who isked that 
her Lest name k- omittexl) of Montreal's 
k“s Sorcières, criticizes what she secs as the 
.March's freus on "winnable" demands 
from the governments and I'nited Nations. 

"When you're asking for winnable 
things." she says, "you're not changing the 
causes of sexism and of ixnerty. You have 
to look at why poverty exists, the roots of 
the prohlem. /Vsking for SI more in srdary 
won't rexilly change the concentration of 
wealth." 

The-se women identify their grouj) as 
anti-capitalist and anti-patriarchy, and are 
planning activities to "radicalize" the 
Maaii. They don't 
disagree with the 
.March's demands, 
but fear that gov- 
ernments will 
make small com- 
|)romisc“s for large 
public relations 
gains.

the possible participation of pro-life 
marchers. She was also concerned that a 
representative of tlie Quebec governtnent, 
which has cut many social services, sjxrke 
at an event without agreeing to sign onto 
the March demands. Other countries, she 
obsen’es, have more radical demands and 
are more explicit in their opposition to 
patriarchy and the exploitative nature of 
capitalism. 

Sonya is quick to |)oint out, however, 
that "we're not against the feminists who 
organized the march. It's not a battle 
betwwn feminists, we just want to add to 
the debate." 

Helen Victoras of a Toronto-ktwl feminist 
group. Women Against Coqxrratc 
Glolxilization, agrees that a mon.' nulical 
rqiproach isesentird to broitdening tlw sco|x; of 
die feminist dekite. Howm, sk* Ivlievs diat 
diis cm k' com|)lcnK'ntiry to die "refomiist" 
daiiiuKls of die mainslruuii wixiK'ii's movv- 
iiK'iit, such as diose in die .Maaii. 

"It is the radical critique that o|K'ns up 
space for the mom mfonii-mindixl element 
to move in and make some gains, allvit 
not the kind that would alter the actual 
rixiis of the oppression or injustice," she 
explains. "I think the key is not to mistake

refoniis as the end goal - the end goal, in 
my thinking, is always those changes 
which get to the heart and root of injustices 
and systems of oppa'ssion. The refomis 
make the path a little e.isier and |co|)Ie's 
lives a little k'tter." 

No matter wiiat the dimensions of the 
debate. Sarkar k'lieves that feminism in 
Queke is [xiisiHi to intensify'. For this to 
hapiK'n, though, she feels that many 



women's groups must join organizations 
like the ITQ, no matter their linguistic or 
cultural background. 

"The FFQ will k so different overnight 
if lots and lots of women's groups join it, 
and the decisions of the meetings will 
reflect that," she says. 

"iX'siiite our difference’s, woineti have 
so many issues iti cointnoti that we iie'e'd to 
Iv working on them together." 



World March of Women 
Arrives in Montreal 

Thousands hit the streets in support of women’s rights

T he women of QuOkc have a vision. It 
is of "Nothing le.ss than the eliniina- 
^ tion of poverty and violence against 
I women, here and everywhere!" according 
to a FeHlération des Femmes du Quékc 
newsletter. This may sound like a tall 
I order, but the FcHlenition, working together 
with other women’s organizations in over 
6() countries, his already taken a step in 
the right direction by creating the World 
March of Women. 

Sandra kingley of the ad-hoc women's 
action committee W().M\GT secs the march 
Î as a turning |ioitit in the women's move- 
ment. "There has never ken simultaneous 
action by women in different countries 
kfore," she said at an infonnation meet- 
ing at the end of Septemk'r. 

The World March is actually a series 
of events that aim to raise awareness and 
influence legislation pertaining to five 
major issues. The areas of focus are 
labour positions of women, violence 
! against women, double discrimination 
' due to sexual orientation and race, 
; motherhood, and poverty among 
; women. Protests, rallies, concerts, and 
various celebrations started on \tonday 
and will lake jilace all over the world for 
the next few days. The week's activities 



will culminate with a gathering of pro- 
testers from across Canada on 
Parliament Hill in Ottawa this Sunday. 

Alexis .Nolan of the McGill Women's 
Student L'nion is chartering a bus for stu- 
dents who want to attend Saturday's 
march, and 20 s|x>ts still remain. 'I'he |x)sl- 
graduaie srxiiety will k' sending a bus is 
well. 

The World .March of Women was 
inspired by the 1995 Bread and Ro.ses 
.March against |xiverty held in Quékc City. 
According to .Montréal Island Coalition's 
Josée kcointe, the 19')5 .March "revivexl the 
women’s movement, and the govemment 
wis forced to listen to women" for the fiist 
lime in years. 

;\fter that event, the Fédération des 
Femmes du Quékc dccidcxl that there 
should lx; a worldwide march in Oclokr 
2000. In total, 20 refomis - ten regarding 
poverty and ten regarding violence - will k 
demanded on a global scale, though 
denionsiraloR in most countries will mod- 
ify them to .suit their particular cultural 
environments. 

The specific problems facing women 
vary from country to country, and some 
nations have a longer way to go than 
others. Canadians have 13 demands, 
fighting for things such as welfare 
reform and tougher anti-discrimiiialion 
laws, while in .Morocco, women are ask- 



ing for the right to divorce abusive hus- 
bands. Demonstrators in some nations 
had to omit demands about equal and 
fair treatment for lesbians Ixcause to 
even mention the word lesbian in their 
countries is taboo. 

In .Montréal the public his already 
ken res|X)nding in large numk'rs. The 
Gazette re|X)rled that 150U-3000 ix,Dple 
were present for the .March’s kick-off iliis 
pist .Monday. 

"Within .McGill (the re.sponse hisj 
ken pretty favourable," said Nolan from 
the Vi’oman's Student L'nion. "Most [copie 
are inteiested, e-ven if they have conflicts 
and can't make it to the events. There is a 
jx'tilion going around clisses or at the 
Women's Student Union for [copie who 
can't make it to the marches." 

The .Montréal activities culminate this 
Saturday when women from the city and 
surrounding regions convene in 
Lafontaine Park for a three kilometer 
march. ;\nierican delegates are gathering 
on the same day in Washington, D.C., to 
meet with the IMF and the World Bank in 
order to address concerns about women’s 
rights in the context of globalization and 
deiiKcratizatiim of non-Westerii countries.

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R ecently enacted pro\incial legisla- 
tion has niaà* it illegal for ix>o|)le 
to block tnifTic in order to make 
the streets safer for motorists :md pedes- 
trians. But stuà’nt leadcR say tliat the law | 
will dfectively allow jwliœ to break up 
|x>aceful demonstrations, :md infringe on ' 

rigltls to freedom of assembly. 

"This law (is intended] to outlaw 
street demonstrations," said Phil 
Ilijessky, Chair of the Quelxx: wing of the 
Canadian Federation of Students. 

Bill 130 , an amendment to the 
Highway Safety Code, gives iwlice the 
right to fine those who are blocking traf- 
fic to the tune of $350-$ 1050 for a fiRt 
offence, and $3500-$ 10,500 for subse- 
quent offences. Organ izera of of events 
that block traffic are subject to fines in the 
amount of $3000-$9,000 for fiRl offences 
and $9000-$27,000 for subsequent 
offences. 

The legislation also gives police the 
authority to seize equipment used in facil- 
itating the roadblock. 

llijcvskv’ contends that this Bill 130 is 
not alx)ut safety at all, but about attemjjt- 
ing to prevent large demonstrations and 
giving the local iwlice the authority to end 
them. 

"If [|X)licel want to, it gives them those 
|K)weR to Ik able to stop individuals, 
charge them heavily, :md tie them up in 
the court system," he said. 

But Edith Rochette, press saïetary for 
QuelKC Minister of Transportation Guy 
Chevrette, who introduced the bill, dis- 
agrees. Rochette argues that it is not the 
demonstrations that are iKing prohibited, 
it is the roadlilocks. 

“it is not illegal to protest, it is illegal to 
block roadways," she said. Rochette |)oints 
out that some kinds of protests, like the one 
last October in which almost 1,800 tnick- 
eR blocked roads in protest against rising 
gas prices - affecting delivery of food, med-

icines, and fuel - are not accqjlable. 

"We can not condone using road- 
blocks as a continuous means of pressure 
while |Kople are iKing deprived of essen- 
tial goods," said Rochette. 

But Ilijevsky claims that this legisla- 
tion puts students at a signifiermt disrid- 
vanUgc, iKcause, as a group which is large 
but kicking in financiid supjwrt, demon- 
strating is the only way to be heard by the 
government and the jiublic.

But that doesn’t mean the unseemly 
volume of paeans that graced the nation’s 
headlines was warranted. Did we really 
na’d three dozen stories of chance 
encounters with the ex-PM, on the streets 
of Montreal, in the Gatineau Hills, or on a 
fish fami in Sudbury? Was it really neces- 
sary to solicit the opinions of every politi- 
cian, pundit, and historian who ever laid 
eyes on the man, or heard him deliver a 
s|>œch to the Kelowna Rotary Club? 

In one merciless fit of panegyrical fury. 
The Globe and Mail lavishc'd 26 regular 
pages of its Saturday edition - 21 of 30 in 
its News section - on the insights of every 
Canadian with two cents to say about 
Pierre Elliott Trudeau, including a gui- 
tarist, a chauffeur, and a librarian. David 
MacFarlane contributed an extra column, 
Jan Wong foregoed lunch, and a rqwrter 
trudged out to Transcona, .Man., to check 
out the .scene at Pierre Elliott Trudeau 
College.

W hen Ninjatune announced that it 
was establishing its North 
American offices in Montreal a few 
years ago, it seeminl like the smart thing to 
do for three reasons. First, it wasn't in New 
York City, where finding office and ware- 
house space can't be done unless you real- 
ly like New Jersey. Second, although 
Montreal has gained the much-maligned 
title of "the home of house music," 
Ninjatune caters to high-brow connois- 
seurs of eleclronica, many of whom live in 
this city. Third, of course, is the reason why 
all those film and television movie crews 
gobbling up the precious few parking 
spaces in this city are here to begin with; 
the cheap Canadian buck. 

But this critic's qnicism ends there. A 
screaming ten years old now. Ninja is on 
the cusp of an adolescence that will be 
fraught with tlie sounds of everyone from 
Scratchmaster Kid Koala to Quannum, the 
hip-hop outfit that recently joined the ros- 
ter. And if the series of concerts (collective- 
ly known as the Xen Tour) that just went 
down in London are any indication 
(including a hyyrnotic set at Ronnie Scott's 
jazz Club by Cinematic Orchestra), 
Montreal can ex[xx:t mind-blowing |x;r- 
fonnances through the rest of 2000. 

Remember the iKginning of tliis \ear? 
Villen the oughts Itegan with L'une millen- 
nium parties and a lack of live |ierfonn- 
ances in Munta-al? Now, it seems as if 




there's too much on our collective musical 
plates. Vi'itli the end of Cream, and the 
beginning of Black and Blue, dance-a- 
holics will be running to their e-suppliers 
frantically. But for those who desire a more 
cerebral element in their music, there's the 
Media Lounge at the 29th-annual Festival 
of New Cinema and New Media. 

After last year's critical acclaim and 
resounding success, the Media Lounge is 
taking over tire Just For Laughs Museum 
once again, beginning on October 13th. 
V/ith its raison d’etre "to show that the 
digitalness of digital cinema can also 
lead to new avenues of ex]iression," the 
Media Lounge will present a line-up 
"of multimedia and multi-sensory 
performances, showing the state of 
these new fonns of artistic creation 
which use the digital, image in non- 
conventional ways." 

That's where Ninjatune’s co- 



founder Matt Black comes into the picture. 
Better known as one of the guys behind the 
DJ moniker Coldcut, Black has embraced 
the digital age with open arms. Coldcut is 
best known of course, for remixing early 
90 s' music (which will remain anonymous 
here), but more recently, being devoted to 
developing the "visual" in audiovisual art. 

Black, who at the time of this inter- 
view was preparing for his streaming 
media live event on the Internet (appro- 
priately entitled Coldcut Television) is

He lives for the 
new media formats, digesting digital 
advances as if he’s been working with the 
medium since before learning how to 
scratch— well, maybe not. In any case. 
Black was quick to |ioint out that in the 
big picture, the work he is doing is noth- 
ing new. Citing the psychedelic era of the 
60s and 70s, Black said "it used to be that 
shows at the Fillmore [theatre) gave 
equal billing to the light 
show and the musical act." 

But it’s no longer a ques- 
tion of a light show, but 
rather picking bits and 
pieces of video, and splicing 
them together. Black calls it, 
"next generation beatnolog- 
ical manipulation." He 
melds video and imagery 
with cultural relevance to 
music, creating a new fomi 
of narration for the music. 
Yes, all you naysayers, elec- 
tronic music is narrative. 

In the face of copyriglited viâx) footage 
(for e.\ample clips of tlie Zayrruder fdm or 
archival Castro fooLige), Black plies his 
trade. He's a self-tauglit vià-o DJ, who, much 
like convention^ DJs, will coni|X)se the set 
deyrending on tlie vibe "and à’yiending on 
the kind of mayhem I want to unleash." 1 le’s 
a yiroyionent of DIY music iuid video, having 
succaxled in breaking the vicious qcle of 
being "conditioned for passive audio/visurd

Black develoyied \Jamm, and V|amm 
Pro along*wiih British software comyiany 
C:mi/\rt, yiroviding the means for manipu- 
lating videocliyis into an entirely new nar- 
rative. In much the srune immner that 
CueBase has facilitated musical composi- 
tion, Vjiunm will revolutionize video com- 
ywsition. 

With a more streamlined version of the 
software set to lie released (available direct- 
ly from Ninjatune), the timing of the 
Festival of New Cinema :uid New Media’s 
Media Lounge couldn't have been better. 
Seeing as how Montreal can call itself the 
home of Ninjatune's North /American oyier- 
ations, the tenth anniversary bash starts 
most apyiropriately in our own backyard. 
Between the release of a 3-CD compilation 
entitled XeniNinja Cuts and uyxroming yier- 
fomiances by Blacblicious, Amon Tobin, 
and The Heriialiser in Montreal, the oyiyior- 
tunity to indulge in aural and more imyior- 
tantly, audiovisual ecsta.sy is now.

i i X'^estiviils are great..., but that we 
H should live in a desert for the 
X rest of the year is ridiculous, " 
media missionary Monique Savoie said a 
few weeks ago. Thanks to her work, and 
that of the Technologic:il Arts Society 
(S/\T) which she dirais, a new o;isis has 
oywned in the heart of .Montreal to foster 
multimedia art year-round. From a sixth 
floor loft where the S/\T liegan in i996, the 
organization recently made a bold move to 
the 14 000 square-foot site directly across 
from the Syiectrum and MusiquePlus. The 
society’s involvement in all stages of the 
creation of new-media art is now in full 
view, and just in time. 

Oyiening as yiart of this year’s 
International Festival of New Cinema and 
New Media, nine of the works that the SAT 
has helyxxl create are waiting to be tested 



by the public. Some can even Iv exyrlorod 
from the street itself without setting foot in 
the gallery. From the mammoth 
"Silophone" yirojLX't which has already 
attracted much attention to the y)oelic work 
“Ui Suite Mongole" by I). Kimm, not much 
is as you would exyiect. But everything will 
seem huniliar; comy)uter screens, syteakers, 
video cameras and microyihones - all the 
gears of modern life are there to see. The 
difference is in how these tools arc used. 
The hype of glossy gadgets, of syieed and of 
consumption has been skimmed off; on 
disy)lay are the results of an investigation 
into what we can actually do with these 
machines and how they :iffect us. 

"In a certain sense," Savoie siiid, "it is 
the role of the artist to Lake these tools and 
to see how we all can appropriate them and 
adapt them to our needs. The interest lies 
in what can be created, not in the 
machines themselves." In this vein the 
centre is hosting a number of infomial 



conferences bringing in different artists to 
siieak on topics ranging from the |K)ssibili- 
ties of 3-D cinema to the intellectually 
nomadic lifestyle that new technologies 
make possible. This summer the S/\T will 
also lx; launching a series of summer 
courses, accredited by McGill and 
Concordia. /\s she talks, Savoie often refem 
to the S/\T itself as a tool for the communi- 
ty at large, vvliether artist or audience. 
"The important thing for us is that jK-opIe 
come down to tell us what they think. 
Because we are still trying to understand 
all this ourselves"

hilled openers More Plastic literally 
rijiped up the Jailhoiise stage with a 
gutsy and soul-filled 40-minute set of 
deiiion-e.xercising funk-rock. Slicing 



through a wild set, the five-man band 
showed incredible musical versatility 
and talent as members traded off gui- 
tar, bass, keyboard, vocal and saxo- 
phone duties as quickly as they 
switched between dirty punk rock licks, 
bluesy crooning, messy funk and Velvet 
Underground-style guitar drones. 

Easily one of the most energetic 
live acts to grace thejailhouse stage in 
a while, band members did not limit 
themselves to simply playing upright 
on-stage. At various points in the 
show, musicians jumped around on 
stage, smashed mic stands, fell on top 
of each other, busted a move on the 
dance floor, ripped down the stage's 
leopard-skin curtain, and even 
tabledanced to the amazement of the 
barroom crowd. More Plastic's "60 
Watt Party" successfully blended the 
musical intensity of James Brown with 
the lyrical insanity of Frank Black to 
create some very new and progressive 
music. And while More Plastic certain- 
ly didn't do the Jailhouse stage or 
equipment any favors, they sure did 
rock the house. 

By the time we had recovered from 
More Plastic, The Weekend was ready to 
take the stage. Thejailhouse gig was 
the first date on their new tour of east- 
ern Canada and a small but enthusias- 
tic crowd took to the dance floor to 
watch the London, Ont. based pop band 
do its thing. Lead by the sparkly and 
lovely duo of Andrea Wasse on guitar 



and vocals and Loricn Jones on bass and 
backing vocals, The Weekend was 
rounded out by new-wave synthesizer 
wizard Lincoln Cushman and rock solid 
percussive work from Ben Playford. 

Taking fashion hints and a guitar 
sound from the Donnas and incorpo- 
rating the keyboard action of the Cars, 
The Weekend came up with a very 
original pop sound that was quick to 
get heads nodding, feet tapping and 
smiles locked on faces. Flying through 
such sugary pop numbers as "Cindy" 
and "High School America", the 
Weekend took us all back to our years 
of high school to relive the sweet 
heartbreak of adolescent angst 
through their synth-drenched punk 
rock. 

Already five years into the game 
with one record under their belts and 
another as yet unnamed full-length in 
the works. The Weekend came pre- 
pared to make a lasting impression of 
the Montreal crowd and the ovation 
they exited with proved that they had 
done just that. After the calculated 
madness of .More Plastic, the mellower 
and sublimely tuneful performance by 
the Weekend bad us all in their pop 
spell for the duration of their all-too- 
short set. Here's hoping that both 
bands will be quick to return to 
Montreal and that more appreciators 
of fine independent music will make 
an effort to go catch them live next 
time around.

Goethe Institut plays some old classics

T his rak's inslallment of the Goethe 
Institut’s three-month Sirk and 
Fassbinder RetrosjKctive features 
Sirk’s adaptation of William Faulkner's 
norel Pylon entitled Vk Tarnished Angels. 
Faulkenr praised this film as being the best 
adaptation of his writing that he had CYtry 
seen. Also showing is Fassbinder’s Die Ebe 
der Maria Braun ijic Marriage of Maria 
Braun), the hint that earned him wide- 
spread international notice. 

In ne Tarnished Angels, a young 
Rolxîrt Stack (who we all know and love as 
the unsmiling ghost of T\'’s Unsolved 
Mysteries) plass a young ace fighter 
l)ilot-tumc“d-airshow bamstonner. He and 
his fiunily trek from city to city trying des- 
iwrately to make a living in the IX-pression- 
era South. Along for the ride is air|)hine 
maiianic J:ick Carson, who is in love with 
Stack's wife (played by Dorothy .Malone). 
The group lands in New Orleans during 
.Mardi Gnes to [lerfomi in one of the carni- 
vals there, local newspa|)er re|X)rler and 
town drunkard played by Rock Hudson secs 
a imignant human interest story in the 
plight of these air gy|isies, and Irefricnds 
them. Wlien he mais Slack's wife, he falls 
in love with her. KegaiUibly, the only male 
in the picture who doesn't love Stack's wife 
is Stack himself. His seats of shooting down 
enemy Iwinlvrs have left him a callous and 
detached man “who has crankcase oil in his 
veins instead of blood," as Hudson 'scharac- 
ter ol)serYes. It's not sur])rising wlien things 
don't work out for this rather sorry lot. 

Truth be told, Jlv Tamisixxt Angel isn't 




Fassbinder looks to Ik future. 
one of Sirk’s more likaltle films. It's humor- 
less, harrowing, and Ittcks those elements of 
self-irony tliat distinguish Sirk’s movies from 
otlwr melodnunas. Fassbinder put it well 
when he wrote, "I have raaiy felt fear :utd 
loneliness so much as in this film." Still. 
Hudson makis the wiiole film worlhwile with 
one line: when his newspa|XT editor smells 
whiskey in his coffee mug. Hudson cries out 
indignantly, "Well, wiiat did you e.\|xvt me to 
spike it with, crorun!?" (kxxl stuff, this, 
lh‘ .Marriage of .Maria Bniiin legins, 
appropriately enougli, with the marriage of 
Maria Braun (played to |ierfcction by Ikmna 
Schygulla). It’s the fin:d montlisof TOI in 
Gemiany, though, and after only half a day 
iuid half a night Mtiria’s new husband 
(Hennann Braun, played by Klau Lowitsch) 
is wiiisked away to die front.

R mi'Diher the Tilaiis is a true 
story ahuut football, community, 
and race relations in the southern 
United States. It stars Denzel Washington 
and Will Patton as two football coaches 
in a newly-amalgamated high .school in 
Georgia. The film is another addition to 
the growing list of football movies that 
have been relea.sed this year and is a 
reminder that a movie needs more thaaa 
good underlying tlieme-it needs action 
and characters to support it. 

The story is set in Ale.vandria, Georgia 
in the middle of Kedneck country. It’s 
1971 and two formerly segregated high 
schools are now being forced to join up 
and play football together. School luLsn't 
even started yet, but the notion of an 
integrated team has caused a small 
ujiroar in this rural town. Football is the 
main concern here :ls Herman lloone 
(Washington), the new head coach, and 
bill Yoast (Patton), the assistant coach, 
head off to football training camp with 
their young team, the Titans. 

At the Gettysburg training camp, it’s 
obvious that the /\frican-Americans and 
whites don’t get along, but soon enough 
they are brought together by their love 
of football. When they return to 
Alexandria, they are brought back to the 
real world of racism. This is hard for 
boone and the players because even the 
community won't support the Titans. 
After a few wins, however, the town 
comes together to cheer on the team. 
When the team captain is paralyzed in a 
car accident before the state finals, the 
team is discouraged by the loss. Coaches 
Yoast and boone, along with Yoast’s 
nine year old football fanatic daughter 



Cheryl, overcome their prejudices and 
focus on the game to become champi- 
ons. 

The film has a significant universal 
theme; all humans are created equal. It’s 
interesting for Canadians to see how 
high school football can have such an 
influence on this Southern town. One 
can appreciate the way the Titans band 
together regardless of their race in this 
harsh racist town. Coach boone 
strengthens the team through tough 
love, but it’s really Lewie Lastik, the lov- 
able, overweight, jiist-moved-to-town 
white kid and Rev, the comical black 
guy, who bring team si>irit to the players. 

Despite this film’s originality, it is a 
cheesy, watered-down version of 
American history. The writers didn’t 
develnj) Yoast’s character enough for the 
audience to care about him. Little 
Cheryl’s cute at first, but she constantly 
calls her father "Coach" and is such a 
football fanatic which gets really annoy- 
ing, really fast. Coach boone is well 
played by Denzel Washington, but it 
seems as if lie’s always trying to give 
inspirational spa’ches at un-inspiring 
moments, creating unintentional come- 
dy. The team captain’s paralysis hap|icns 
is funny in itself — he was driving his 
Camaro along the main drag while 
admiring his fans cheer from the street 
when he crashes into a semi. 

In the end, many of the peripheral 
events that occur don't seem to fit the 
movie; and because so many of them 
are thrown in, the film seems messy. If 
you’re a football fan, you’ll enjoy it; if 
you’re a football player, you’ll learn 
from it; but if you're just a plain ol’ 
moviegoer, you may come out of this 
flick disap|)ointed.

RELIGIOUS TOLERANCE 
IN THE STATE OF ISRAEL 

Since Israel gained control of the Old City of Jerusalem In June 1 967, the Israeli government 
has ensured freedom of worship and open access to Christian, Muslim, and Jewish holy sites. 



On Saturday, October 7, the Israeli Defence Forces withdrew from Joseph’s tomb, a Jewish 

holy shrine marking Joseph’s grave. Soon after 
Palestinian military troops and local Arabs took over the 
site, burned the building and destroyed the Jewish holy 
texts contained inside. Those responsible for wrecking 
the compound are affiliated with the Palestinian Authority 
and have a slim chance of ever being brought to justice. 
On the other hand, when Israelis burned an abandoned 
mosque in Tiberias, six were arrested. The act was con- 
demned by Jews in the area. “It’s a disgrace to Judaism,’’ 
(AP 10/10) said Yitzhak Rosenberg of Kibbutz 
Hagoshrim. 

Sunday evening. Prime Minister Ehud Barak addressed 
Israel: “This ugly cycle [of violence] must end, it will leave 
scars that are not simple but it is within our power 
together to overcome them.’’ (AP 9/1 0) This sentiment is 
shared by others as well. “After all of this settles, Arabs 
and Jews will have to figure out a way to live together,’’ 
(AP 10/10) said Ell Journo, a Tiberias resident. “They should respect our mosques and we 
should respect their holy places,’’ echoed Ibrahim Dwekat, who lives in the Palestinian town of 
Nablus (AP 10/10). 

We hope that these statements of tolerance help to 
lessen tensions in the region and put an end to the 
violence, especially aggression towards sacred sites. 

In this spirit, the incitement and hate displayed 
by Palestinian students this week in Montreal 
must end.
